Radio Message Declares That the Five Avi- 
ators Are Well and Are Being Rushed to 
Honolulu—Plane Also Being Towed to Har- 
bor by Submarine of U. S. Fleet. 


AVIATORS WERE SIGHTED 15 MILES. 
OFF ONE OF HAWAIIAN ISLANDS 


PN-9 No. 1 Started Frisco-Hawaiian Flight 
Monday, August 31—Fell Into Pacific Next 
Afternoon Through Exhaustion of Gasoline 
Supply and Buffeting of Headwinds. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Honolulu, September 10.—Lieutenant Commander John 
Rodgers, commander of the missing naval seaplane PN-9, No. 1, 
and his crew of four men were found alive tonight 15 miles 
east of Kauai, by the submarine R-4. 

Rodgers and his crew were in good health. This was in- 


dicated in a message intercepted by an amateur radio operator 


from Nawilawili, which said: 
“Request tug be sent to Nawilawili for Rodgers and crew, 
who are in good health.” 


Rodgers and his crew left San Francisco in an attempted non-stop 
flight to Honolulu August 31. The following afternoon, 24 hours 
after his seaplane, the PN-9, No. 1, hopped off, the plane and crew 
disappeared about 300 miles from its destination. 

Last messages from the PN-9, No. 4, stated that its gasoline supply 
was about exhausted and a forced landing was expected.

The island of Kauai is 64 miles 
ss by northwest of the island of 
|Oahu. Oahu, of which Honolulu is 
the principal city, was the destina- 
tion of the big seaplane in its flight 
across the waters of the pacific. 

The plane’ was sighted floating 
shortly after 4 o’clock this afternoon, 
when the submarine R-4 started to 
meet the destroyers coming in from 
the fleet. 

The cubmarine was commanded by 
Lieutenant Osborne, who upon taking 
off Rodgers and his crew immediately 
notified naval authorities, saying that 
the plane was in tow and would ar- 
rive in Pearl Harbor tonight. 

No Details Given. 

Lieutenant _Osborne’s message, 
other than saying the men were safe 
and well, did not give their condi- 
tion, simply stating he had taken the 
plane in tow. 3 

It was off the coast of Kauai that 


the ‘mine sweeper Whippoorwill re- 
ported seeing flares a day or two after 


the search for the missing plane had 
started. A white flare and two red 


flares or rockets were believed to 
have been seen. Immediately after 
a check of calculations, the search- 
ing operations were transferred to this

cinlist paper. ‘e are accused of 
being rebels and yet we are only 
fighting for onr own country.” says 
the letter. “We are accused of mak- 
ing of war a pastime and of being 
in enhoots with the Bolsheviks. Both 
are calumnies. The Koran and Bol- 
shevism cannot travel together.” 
Abd-El-Krim expresses deepest re- 
spect for Marshal Lyautey, but com- 
plains that all. his own requests for 
conferences have been turned down 
with contempt by the marshal. He 
charges that Lyautey’s  representa- 
tives have sown discord among the 
Riff tribes. He expresses his willing- 
ness to talk things over, is eloquent 
in his words of admiration for France, 
and asks her 
to stop this “senseless slaughter.” 
The letter will be read in parliament 
next week. It may put Premier Pain- 
leve in a sore predicament, for the 
majority in parliament favors an early 
peace and will have nothing of the 
“Crush Abd-El-Krim” slogan of the 
militarrsts.
